G.S.R. Ifl36. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class III (Ministerial) and Class IV posts in the 
office of the Farakka Barrage Control Board, Ministry of Irrigation & Power, 
namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be Called the Farakka 
Barrage Control Board [Class HI (Ministerial) and Class TV posts] Recruitment 
Rules, 1971. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2. Application, — ^These rules shall apply to all Class IH (Ministerial) and 
Class IV posts in the office of the Farakka Barrage Control Board, specified in 
column 1 of the Schedule hereto annexed. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number of posts, their classifi- 
cation and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column 2 to 
5 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifications etc. — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications, period of probation and 
other matters connected therewith shall Ibe as specified in column 6 to 12 of the 
said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column 6 of the said Schedule 
for direct recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to Schedul- 
ed Caste and Scheduled TTlbes and other roecial categories or persons in accord- 
ance with the general orders Issued by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disquallflcatlott for appointment. — ^No person: 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

ai spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage Is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of^thls rule. 


6. Power to relax, — ^Where the Central Government la of the opinion that it la 
necessary or expedient so to do. It may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to anv class or 
category of persons or posts. ^ “

Provided that the upper age limit spedfled in column 6 of the said Schedule 
for direct recruits may be relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribesj apd other s|ieclal categories of persons In accordance with 
the general 'drders' Issfied “by the Central Government from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having 

a spouse living; or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage 

with any person shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may If satisfied that such marriage is 
permissible under the personal law applicable to such person and the other party 
to the marriage and there are other grmmds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule.

G.S.R, 1639.— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 24 of the 
High Court Judges (Conditions of Service) Act, 1954 (28 of 1954), the Central 
Government hereby makes the follo^ving rules further to amend the High Court 
Judges Travelling Allowance Rules, 1956, namely: — 

1. (l)TheBe rules may be called the High Court Judges Travelling AUowanco 
(Amendment) Rules, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. In the High Court Judges Travelling Allowance Rules. 1956. in rule 2, after 
sub-rule (lA), the following sub-rule shall be inserted, namely: — 

“(IB) when a Judge of the High Court of 34aclhya Pradesh Is required 
to proceed on circuit from Jabalpur to Indore or Gwalior or from 
Indore to Jabalpur or Gwalior, or from Gwalior to Jabalpur or Indore, 
he shall also be entitled to the expenditure actually incurred by him 
for the transport of his wife and dependent son or daughter — 

(i) for journeys by rail and in case not travelling in the re.served com- 
partment, in the highest clas.s of accommodation, excluding air- 
conditioned; 

(li) for journeys by air by a ppblie air transport service: 

Provided that the duration of circuit at Indore or Gwalior or Jabalpur is 
not less than one month at a time.”
